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Town Manager's Report 


This sixteenth annual business report of the town 
under the Selectman-Manager form of government is 
presented again with a feeling of great satisfaction in 
the services rendered the taxpayers and the cost of such 
services as to reflect on your tax bills. 


I find that the townspeople as a whole generally 
accept their tax bills and are satisfied with the amount 
of their taxes assessed. But for those few who are al- 
ways complaining about high taxes, let us compare 
figures of the town-report ten years ago in 1958 with 
the figures as presented in this report. In 1968, you 
will find reductions in expenses on Welfare of $1700, 
Town Buildings of $1100, and Monument Lot and Cem- 
eteries of $300. You will also find increases in monies 
available for New Fire Equipment of $800, Civil De- 
fense of $200, and Shade Tree Control of $400. You 
- will also find that we now have monies set aside in 
various banks as reserve funds for future purchase of 
equipment for highway uses and future construction 
or purchasing of municipal buildings. 


In spite of the fact that the Tax Committment has in- 
ereased by $50,000 over the past ten years, you will 
notice that in 1968 the current year uncollected taxes 
is $1,000 less than in 1958, the amount of prior years 
taxes uncollected are reduced by $2,000, and tax ac- 
quired property reduced by $300. 
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Now let us compare how the tax dollar was used 
in 1958 and 1968.

In reference to the above, it may be interesting 
to note that your highways & bridges, winter roads, 
sidewalks and tarred roads have dramatically im- 
proved yet we expended 3% less of your tax dollar in 
1968 whereas costs of labor and equipment have risen 
drastically. 


Under General Government, we have been able 
to keep the same percentage despite the fact that two 
new accounts have been added under this heading — 
namely: Cemetery Matching Funds, and Veterans’ 
Graves and Cemeteries. 


The Indebtedness percentage is half of that in 
1958; Health and Welfare is half that of 1958, notwith- 
standing the fact that we now pay $1500 annual rental 
for dump privileges. The percentage is down on Pro- 
tection as well as on Special Projects, and we also have 
new programs under Special Projects now as you will 
see from the breakdown note elsewhere in this report. 


The above facts and figures seen to project a very 
favorable picture that may relate to the administrative 
procedures governing your town business. In other 
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words, we must be doing something right. The citizens 
of Warren can well be proud of the Selectmen they 
have elected to serve on their behalf in administering 
to an ever increasing complex business, in providing 
the high calibre services rendered, and their devoted 
time and energies in providing such services for the 
lowest possible cost to the taxpayers. During my tenure 
as Manager of your town, presently going into the ninth 
year, I have found your Board of Selectmen excep- 
tional in their efforts to serve the town to the best in- 
terests of one and all. 


Now, getting back to the 1958-1968 comparison 
on the tax dollar, you will find that there has been a 
large increase in the amount of the tax dollar expend- 
ed for educational purposes. Of course we have all felt 
in the years past that we should provide better schools 
for our children, provide more money for employing 
the best teachers or instructors possible, etc. I believe 
we have attained just about all of these needed require- 
ments, and now should be looking forward to retaining 
these requirements, still trying to provide our children 
with as good an education possible, but as inexpensively 
as possible. We should all take more interest in the edu- 
cating of our young citizenry and express our views 
to our School Directors, urging them to cut unneces- 
sary expenses where possible and the upgrading of 
some services that may be deemed desirable. In other 
words, our only control over school matters now is in 
conjunction with the School Directors. We should let 
them know what we think or what we propose so that 
they may more readily serve on our behalf. 


I would like to take the time here now to state that 
I am not against districts or the districting of certain 
services. But I am inclined to be against the State con- 
trolling such districts. I believe that if one town wants 
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a certain service performed in conjunction with an 
other town or towns, that such should be accomplished. 
on a voluntary basis between the parties involved 
and each party having full control over the governing 
and operating of such services. We hear more and more 
each day about the State taking over the assessing of 
taxes in the smaller communities, the state taking over 
the welfare of all towns, etc. I am of the opinion that 
the towns can operate these services more economically 
on their own terms than can the State. It seems that 
every time the State or Federal Government has charge 
of anything that they need so many salaried personnel 
on the payrolls that there just isn’t enough money left 
to carry out the operation that they are trying to per- 
form. 


Being aware of the trend to forming districts and 
perturbed of the towns losing control of such, I now 
wish to remind you that more interest in local govern- 
ment must be employed by taxpayers than has been 
the case in past years. Although our town is now ec- 
onomically operating in a favorable manner, it is be- 
coming more and more necessary that we have addi- 
tional help in planning for our future. Therefore, I 
highly recommend that the town avail itself of a Plan- 
ning Board to work with the municipal officers in that 
we may keep up with our hopes and expectations for 
the town. More and more towns are finding out that it 
is just not possible to stand still now. For to stand still 
is to fall behind in these trying times. A Planning 
Board is a must in order to get federal aid for municipal 
building construction, sewerage disposal, or any other 
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large program that it needs. We need all the help we 
can get to aid us in our designs on the future in the ec- 
onomic planning and financing fields of endeavor. 
Therefore, I again urge you to think carefully about 
planning for the future and helping us keep up with 
the times. We are now at the point where we should 
take a good long look at what is going on around us. 
We seem to be acquiring more junk yards, dilapidated 
buildings, farm yard animals within build-up residen- 
tial areas, stray dogs, as well as low class housing which 
tends to enfranchise upon us not the pattern we like to 
see. We are striving for more industrial development 
in town but have made little headway toward same. If 
we must endure as a non-industrial town we must plan 
to make it a town in which the elite will tend to con- 
gregate, or at least one that is more pleasant to live in 
than the existing conditions will allow.. There is no 
doubt in my mind but what a few ordinances are need- 
ed, some zoning laws, and more planning for the future 
so that we may be endowed with a better all-around 


place to live. 


There is a trend of thought developing across the 
State that the Assessing of taxes should be taken over 
by the State Department with the prospect of having a 
trained assessor supplied by the State who would be 


better qualified to do the job and bring about a more 
just and fair practice of assessment for one and all. 


Although we have been encumbered by assessment 
problems in this town, I still believe we have qualified 
local men capable of handling the job if we would only 
take advantage of the opportunity. Why sit back and 
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let the State take over and we lose all controls in the 
meantime? I recommend that we either have one local’ 
Assessor to perform this task for our town alone, or 
arrange to cooperate with another bordering town to 
have the work done on terms agreeable to both towns. 
The other alternative is to have the Board of Selectmen 
also be the Board of Assessors. I believe either one of 
the above plans are better than what we now have. In 
no case can we expect much better results than what 
we now have if we keep a separate Board of Assessors 
and renumerate them at the present pay scale. 


In closing I would like to express my thanks to the 
Board of Selectmen for their fine cooperation, and to 
other citizens of the town who have offered their time 
and services on the Budget Committee, Building Com- 
mittee, Civil Defense and various other boards.

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Report of the Fire Chief 


To the Citizens of Warren: 

The Annual Report of the Fire Chief is hereby 
respectfully submitted. 

The Fire Department answered a total of 37 calls 
in 1968. This year building fires were at an all time 
high, followed by grass fires or woods fires and calls 
to the Town Dump. A great many of these fires were 
due to carelessness. We should become more fire con- 
scious. 

In 1969 we will make repairs to the portable pump, 
and on the pump of Engine 2. Also, some work will be 
done on Engine 4. 

Some thought should be given in the near future 
to replacing Engine 3. Also, we need repairs to the 
cement floor in the fire station and we are in a need 
of a hose drying tower and more hose. The above cost 
will probably be in excess of $20,000.00. 

A breakdown of the fires in 1968 is as follows:

Vehicle 2 

In controlling these fires the Department laid a 
total of 3,200 feet of 2 1/2” hose, 2,250 feet of 1 1/2” 
hose, 20 lbs. of dry powder, 15 lbs. C.O.2, booster lines, 
pack pumps, ladders, Scott air packs, and various hand 
tools. 

In March of 1969, we will have a forestry school 
with Donald Cox, State Forestry Warden of District 
4, as instructor.

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Report of the Warren Development 
Corporation 


During 1968 the Warren Development Corp. has 
explored many avenues which could lead to the type 
of industry and environment our town needs. 

By this statement we mean that we do not think 
we should down-grade our streams and ponds just to 
get a multi-millon dollar industry here — of course 
this would cut our individual tax bill drastically but is 
this what we really want? 


Recently we sent maps and plans of our ice plant 
property to a representative of a nation-wide firm, 
which if it built here would plan on spending $175,009. 
for a treatment plant alone to insure us that any drain- 
age back into North or South Pond would be clean. We 
have discouraged applicants who would have a pollu- 
tion problem, as we feel we cannot take a chance in 
this respect. 

We have been concerned about junk autos, refrig- 
erators, and items in general that don’t seem to have 
a suitable resting place except on front lawn or behind 
the house or perhaps a few feet off the highway where 
they don’t show up until the leaves drop off in the fall. 
There are probably 500 unusable cars in Warren tucked 
away here and there. 

There is a State Law which proclaims that anyone 
with three such autos or parts thereof must have a 
Junk Yard license and abide by certain regulations. We 
have contacted 14 companies in an effort to get these 
items crushed and hauled to a central Smelting Station. 
Recently, we received word from a company that has 
been involved in some of the big city cleanup programs. 
We believe we can persuade them to set up in town, 
if we have a staging area, where all junk will be hauled 
to one central location. There the motors will be plucked 
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from these cars, the remains crushed to a 10” height, 
the whole operation taking only three minutes per car. 
We will welcome contributions as this equipment 
weighs 50 tons and is costly to move and set up, also 
the donation of wreckers and other equipment to haul 
these cars as well as volunteer drivers will be greatly 
appreciated. 

It is our hope that a planning board be formed, and 
from this action we would be in a position to take ad- 
vantage of government funds for a Civic Center. We 
all pay, why shouldn’t we receive, as some of our more 
aggressive neighbor towns have done. 

Perhaps from this group a simple set of zoning 
laws would come forth. Not laws that will hurt the 
citizens of Warren, but laws that will protect them from 
adverse conditions. We cannot look backward as War- 
ren is moving ahead. How rapidly and progressively 
is up to us all. 

We are again sponsoring the Georges River Beauti- 
fication Project. There has been a lot of interest shown 
by townspeople, the State Park Department and out 
of State Canal Officials. Perhaps some day we will 
have a park which could be a National Shrine. as our 
Canal which was started by Charles Barrett in 1793 and 
sold to General Henry Knox in 1795 was the first canal 
to be built in the United States. 

The population of Warren has been approximately 
the same for many years, but we are due for a change. 
We will need planning. There will be more people, new 
industry. We will take advantage of our Natural Re- 
sources, we will need new homes, new streets, and 
most of all new thinking. 

It has been a pleasure to lead the Warren Develop- 
ment Corporation this past year and I look forward to 
many favorable developments in Warren in the future.

Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Services in 
Warren in the Year 1968 


Your public health nurse, a member of the staff 
of the Division of Public Health Nursing, submits her 
report of nursing services given to individuals, families 
and community groups in Warren during the year 1968. 
Referrals for these services were received from individ- 
uals, families, physicians, school personnel, health com- 
mittee members and various other sources. The types 
of health problems varied; the services provided, there- 
fore, varied in accordance to the need for them. They 
included nursing care of the sick and handicapped pa- 
tients, health supervision and, in some instances, con- 
sultation. The following table shows the kind of services 
given individuals by type of case and age:

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Your nurse assisted patients and families to carry 
out the regime of care prescribed by their physician. 


Your nurse planned child health conferences with 
the assistance of your health council. Four child health 
conferences were held. Infants and pre-school age child- 
ren not under the supervision of a private physician 
were invited to attend. Each child was given a physical. 
examination and necessary immunization by Peter 
Holz, M.D. The nurse discussed the child’s health with 
the parents. 


Your nurse gave consultation to school personnel, 
regarding individual students. She coordinated the fol- 
lowing activities: Physical examinations of pupils of 
grades one, five, seven and eleven; and immunization 
clinics. Justin Lord, D.O., gave school physical exam- 
inations and administered the immunizations. Alta 
Ashley, M.D., District Health Officer, gave the tuber- 
culin skin testing to grades one, seven and twelve.

To the Citizens of the Town of Warren: 


The Town of Warren made its first appropriation 
for shade tree work in 1957 because Dutch Elm Disease 
was threatening. For 7 years $200 was appropriated 
yearly, for the next three years $225 yearly, and $500 
has been raised each of the last two years. These a- 
mounts with some matching funds from Warren Tel. 
Co., reimbursement from the Maine Forest Service, 
and other donations, have all been used for sanitation, 
pruning of dead and damaged limbs, and the removal 
of a few dead or dying trees. Sanitation has always 
been the best defense against Dutch Elm Disease. Per- 
haps this is a reason that Warren was one of the last 
towns in the coastal area to have the disease reported. 


But it is here now. Many of the elms in the north- 
ern part of the town are dying. One positive identifica- 
tion of the disease was made within a half mile of the 
village. Whether we will eventually lose all the elms 
or only part of them is hard to tell now. Anyone who 
would like pictures of elm shaded streets, ought to be 
taking them now. They may disappear. 


The disease is one that can only be positively iden- 
tified by a lab test. It can kill a tree in one season. Here 
it seems to be taking two or more years. A first sign 
can be the thinning of the leaf cover. 


Last summer, 1968, the condition of almost all elms 
in the village was poor. Leaves were small, had poor 
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color, and foliage was very thin. Only a few elms had 
heavy luxuriant tops. 


With so many trees in a questionable condition it 
seemed best to hold the appropriation. It would be poor 
business to spend money to prune a tree one year and 
then have to remove it because it was dead or dying, 
the next year. 


Four dead or dying elms were removed in the 
village area in 1968 without cost to the town. Since 
they were all near power lines, Central Maine had 
them cut and the state highway department carried 
away the heavy butts and brush. One tree near the 
monument had been struck by lightning and badly 
damaged. Another on the Baptist Parsonage lot had 
been damaged by a hurricane but had made a tem- 
porary recovery. Two more with decayed limbs and bad 
tops one near George Gray’s and one above Howard 
Crockett’s were removed. It seems likely that more 
elms will die in 1969 and in anticipation that we may 
have to bear all or part of the expense of removal in 
at least some cases, we are asking that the $630 in the 
shade tree account be carried forward and $400 be 
added to it this year.

Gentlemen: 


Since 1953, Knox County General Hospital has re- 
quested each year an appropriation from the various 
towns in its service area. These funds were used to help 
cover the loss sustained by the hospital in the treatment 
of State-Aid and charity cases. Recently, the Board of 
Trustees of Knox Hospital conducted a study in depth 
of its entire Town Appropriations Program and its re- 
lation to the hospital’s overall financial picture. 


This study has shown that many patients are now 
covered under Titles XVIII or XIX of the Medicare 
Act and, therefore, no longer present a problem as far 
as unpaid accounts are concerned. While the so-called 
“medically indigent’? —- persons who do not come under 
Medicare or State-Aid Programs and who do not have 
the means to pay their medical bills — still present a 
very real problem to the hospital, it is most likely that 
new programs by the Towns and new legislation by 
the State and Federal governments will soon be initi- 
ated to cover these persons. Meanwhile, the hospital 
will endeavor to deal directly with the Towns con- 
cerned on individual cases requiring such action. 
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The Board of Trustees of Knox Hospital sincerely 
hopes that the individual citizen will continue to con-: 
tribute to the hospital’s annual appeal for funds. By 
this means, through voluntary private and corporate 
giving, they can assist the hospital in overcoming the 
deficit caused by charitable cases. 


Therefore, the Board of Trustees has decided to 
discontinue its Town Appropriations Request Program 
while, at the same time, continuing to carry out the 
hospital’s policy of the best possible patient care for all 
in need — regardless of their ability to pay. We wish 
to extend to the citizens of Warren, Knox Hospital’s 
deep appreciation for their past assistance and our 
earnest hope for their continuing support.

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An audit of the financial records of the Town of 
Warren has been completed for the fiscal year ended 
December 31, 1967. 

The audit included an examination of the records 
maintained by the various Town officers. The examina- 
tion consisted of a review of cash transactions, as well 
as an analysis of available funds and expenditures, and 
the results are incorporated in the following text, ex- 
hibits and schedules pertaining to the fiscal affairs of 
the Town. , 

The year’s operations showed that available funds 
exceeded expenditures by $3,760.72 per the following 
summary:

ASSETS 

The cash balance of $19,022.28 was reconciled 
with the statements furnished by the First National 
Bank of Portland, Thomaston, Maine, and count of cash 
on hand. 

Other assets including accounts receivable, taxes, 
tax liens and tax acquired property were received. Un- 
paid accounts were reconciled with the balances shown 
on the records of the Selectmen. 

LIABILITIES 

At the close of books on December 31, 1967, ac- 
counts payable totaled $1,289.34, representing a tax 
overpayment, amounts accrued for payroll taxes and 
amounts due the Capital Building Fund and School 
Fund. 

RESERVES AND SURPLUS 
Reserves for excise tax carried to the 1968 municipal 
year amounted to $7,883.36. During the year $16,839.71 
of excise tax monies had been applied to tax reduction. 
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The examination of the departmental accounts 
shows a net amount of ($1,366.92) (Exhibit D) repre- 
senting various balances which are carried forward 
to 1968. 

The unappropriated surplus of the Town amounted 
to $35,057.76, an increase of $2,996.75 from the previous 
year. An analysis of this increase is shown on Exhibit 
EK. 

GENERAL 

An examination of the Town Clerk’s records as 
pertained to the financial operations revealed that the 
townspeople voted to appropriate from Surplus $650.00 
to various operating accounts. 

SCOPE OF AUDIT 

Count of cash was made and records checked to de- 
termine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 
The system of internal control was reviewed as per- 
tained to the handling of cash and other matters of 
financial concern. Receipts and vouchers, as well as 
cancelled checks were examined for a selected period 
and major increases or decreases in revenues or expen- 
ditures over previous years were explored. Insurance 
and bond coverage were reviewed. 

Excise tax collections were verified by examina- 
tion of the copies of the receipts retained by the Col- 
lector. Various laws pertaining to the fiscal operations 
of the municipality were reviewed to determine that 
related to financial transactions were properly admin- 
istered. 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the Town. Audit 
procedures were followed to the extent deemed neces- 
sary to develop these statements. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet 
and supporting information fairly present the financial 
position of the Town at December 31, 1967 and the re- 
sult of its operations for the year then ended.
